Have Bad News From the Terrible 


Railroad Accident Near Troy. 


A fatal accident occurred on the Troy 


and New England railroad about 9 o'clock 
Friday morning. Passenger car No. 5^ 
north bound, due in Albia at 9.10 o'clock, 
collided with repair car No. 101, south 
bound, on ite way to a break in the elec- 
trical service about five miles from Albia. 
Two men were killed, a woman seriously 
cut about the head, and several others 
bruised. There were about

Cashier Shot Down in Cold Blood 


Today and All the Bank's 


Money Taken. 


Detroit, Mich., August 21.—One of the 


most daring and dastardly bank robber- 
ies in criminal history has been commit- 
ted today at Shepherd in this state. 


Elmer F. Struble, the cashier of the 


Farmers'bank in that town was astir early 
tbis morning preparing to go to Mt. 
Pleasant. About So'clock this morning 
he went to the bank and proceeded to 
open the vault. 


While doing so two unknown men who 


had followed him into the bank opened 
fire upon him with revolvers. One ball 
entered near the heart and the other 
lower down. 


Both shots will prove fatal, but Mr. 


Strouble was found alive in a pool of 
blood a few minutes later. 


The highwaymen after shooting down 


the cashier proceeded to go through the 
safe and secured every dollar of cash in 
the bank. The amount taken is not yet 
known. 


The robbers made good their escape 


without being detected or recognized. 
The town is wildly excited and posses of 
men and officers are scouring the country 
for the desperadoes.

Hiu may not hr.ve been 
personally superstitious; she may have 
done these pilings solely for tho political 
purpose of winning to herself, as sho suo- 
cueded in doing, the firm support of the 
large hcuthon party among the natives, 
Who are now the strongest element among 
the royalists. It was this gross tamperjug 
with the ancient idolatry which set so 
many of the best and al)lest native pastors 
against her when dethroned."— Boston 
Journal.

A Fitchburg freight train arriving in

Horses Were

Good Condition, 


But 
Were 
Not 
Speeded. 


Track in Bad Condition for 


the Favorites. 
Small 


Attendance. 


The exhibition miles of John B. Gentry 


and Robert J., the two fastest pacers in 
the world, given at the fair grounds yes- 
terday afternoon developed nothing pbe- 
nominal in speed and was not as satisfac- 
tory as was expected. 
The owners of the 


horses evidently considered them too 
precious to spend them on the local track. 
The attendance was about 2,000 and there 
is no doubt but that the management lost 
money. 


The horses were in excellent condition, 


but the ttaok was very heavy and unsatis- 
factory. The drivers of the famous pacers 
said that the track was the worst the 
horses had ever speeded upon. It was an- 
nonnced that no great speed could be ob- 
tained because of the wretched track con- 
dition, and the result bore out the an- 
nouncement. 


The track record of 
2.1G 1-4 held by 


B. B., Hiram Fox of New Haven. Ct., was 
lowered only one quarter second. John 
E. and Robert made the same time, 2 18, 
and on one stretch Bobert J. made the 
greatest speed. The horses were paced 
by Gold Brick, a handsome runner. Be- 
sides the poor track, the pacers were 
handicapped with a bad wind. On a trial 
heat John R. Gentry stepped into a small 
hole and broke for the first time this year. 
The other races, trots and bicycle races 
had no very important features. 


The riding of Perry Isabell of this city 


in the novice bicycle race was very good. 
The time mode is equal to most of the 
novice races on tho best tracks. The 
young man has a promising future as a 
rider. 
This afternoon's program con- 


sisted of the 2.24 class trot and pace and 
the 2 29 class trot and pace, bicycle races, 
sprinting, running race, and an exhibition 
by Earthquake Pilot, the guidelcss won- 
der.
